Thuø, he was one of the few Germans in the early døye of 
the French occupation to obtain a paøø for Switaerland, not only før 
hiaself but aleo for his protegea. For a long time, he obtained 
blank paøseø from French IC.

toward brutality, which, however, he knowe how to control. He ie a pre- i 
eminent defender of former Nazi 8 as well ae Conmunists who flnd them- 
eelvee in difficultiee.
